Theft of cable TV now a 
felony - yielding jail, fines 


Cablevision Industries, Inc. 
(CVI), provider of cable televi- 
sion service to area communi- 
ties, applauded today two 
recent federal indictments 
involving the theft of cable tele- 
vision service. Douglas Kelly, 
General Manager for CVI, said 
"The stiff penalties assessed in 
both of these cases indicated 
the seriousness of the crime of 
cable piracy.” 

In the first case, a federal 
grand jury in Detroit, Michigan 
indicted Kenneth W. Murdoch 
and Bonita L. Paxton of 13 
counts of selling illegal cable 
and satellite descramblers. 
Murdoch faces 45 years and 
$2.5 million in fines, while Pax- 
ton could receive 5 years and 
$250,000 in fines. The investi- 


gation was conducted by the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion in cooperation with other 
federal agencies. 

In a similar case in Camden, 
New Jersey, Peter Greenwood 
was sentenced by a U.S. Dis- 
trict Court to 12 months in 
prison and was ordered to reim- 
burse the U.S. Government and 
Jerrold Communications for 
investigative costs. Greenwood 
sold cable descramblers in New 
Jersey and Philadelphia. ' , 

Industry estimates put lost 
revenues for theft of cable ser- 
vice in 1991 at $4.7 billion, an 
amount equivalent to around 
25 percent of total industry rev- 
enues. 

Lost revenues affect franchise 
fees paid to most cities and 


counties, which are actually 
calculated as a percentage of 
revertues. The 1992 Cable Act 
upgraded the penalties for 
assisting in the unauthorized 
reception of cable service from 
a misdemeanor to a felony 
offense. 

CVI has for years had a 
strong anti-theft department 
committed to fighting the theft 
of cable service, according to 
Kelly. 

Kelly also said "Ultimately it 
is the honest’ paying subscriber 
who ends up paying for the dis- 
honest theft of cable service 
through upward pressure on 
cable rates. This is a problem 
shared by the consumer, which 
the consumer should be aware 
of.”

Family Dollar manager 
shot while making deposit

Family Dollar Store Manager 
Raymond McCarthy, 60, is in 
critical, but stable condition 
today after he was shot in the 
stomach Friday evening while 
making a night deposit at Bank 
of Pahokee in Pahokee. 

McCarthy, of 1167 Santiago 
Street in Royal Palm Beach, 
was shot about 9:30 p.m. May 7 
while making the night deposit 
at the bank located at 104 
South Lake Avenue in Pahokee. 
He is being treated at St. 
Mary's Hospital in West Palm 
Beach. 

According to Lt. Danny Jones 


with the Pahokee Police 
Department, Mr. McCarthy 


said he was making the deposit 


when a black man approached 
him from behind and demand- 
ed he give him the money in his 


bag. McCarthy told Lt. Jones 


he turned around and the mait ` 


shot him one time with: a small- 
caliber handgun in the stom- 
ach, ` 

The man then ran away with- 
out taking the money. He is 
described as being thin, around 
six feet tall and between 16 and 
30 years old. The Bank of Paho- 
kee is offering a $1,000 reward 
for information leading to the 
arrest of the suspect.

Labor Peace at U.S. Sugar 
Corporation during the recent- 
ly completed sugar cane har- 
vest season was declared an 
“unqualified success” by Com- 
pany officials and Florida's top 
labor advocate organization. 

“Workers earned more money 
than ever before and labor rela- 
tions were the best in the 
industry,” said Rob Williams, 
attorney for Florida Rural 
Legal Services. "We are very 
happy that the agreement put 
into. place between U.S. Sugar 
and farmworker advocate orga- 
nizations last year has 
achieved everything we hoped 
it would.do. Both the company 
end the workers have benefited 
from our excellent relation- 
ship.” 

Sugar cane cutters at U.S. 
Sugar receivedan increase in 
ayerage earnings this season 
as a result of a new pay plan 


which was part of the Labor 
Peace announced in September 
1992 between the company and 
Florida Rural)Legal Services 
and the Farmworker Justice 
Fund. The agreement also pro- 
vided. a framework for solving 
labor disputes and, hopefully, 
preventing future lawsuits. 
The average cane cutter 
earned about $48 per day, up 
from approximately, $42 per 
day the previous harvest sea- 
son. Average hourly earnings 
were $7.24 Tor the’ season com- 
pared with $6.54 last season. 
Officials say workers seemed 
pleased with the system, as 
worker efficiency also in- 
creased this season, resulting 


in a positive result for both *

each year to help harvest the 
sugar cane crop under the H- 
2A Farmworker Program. In 
addition, more than 100 U.S. 
residents cut cane for U.S. Sug- 
ar this season, Cane cutters are 
now paid by the ton of sugar 
cane they cut averaged by field 
and crew, a new pay system 
recommended and endorsed by 
farmworker advocate groups. 

‘Additionally, the Federal gov- 
ernment requires that workers 
receive a minimum wage guar 
antee of $5.91 per hour. Top 
cutters at U.S. Sugar this year 
earned more than $11 per hour. 
Additiona all H-2A workers 
receive free housing and trans- 
portation: and three meals a 
day at a subsidized cost. 

"We are very pleased with the 
results ‘of significantly 
improved labor relations at 
," said Mr. Williams. 


"We had virtually no problems. 
Some workers took a little time 
to become adjusted to the new 
pay system, but it functioned 
as well as we had hoped. While 
cutting cane remains one of the 
most difficult jobs in agricul-

Good news for criminals, båd news for citizens 


Dear Editor: 

The Governor's veto of the Legislature's plan 
to build more than 7,000 new prison beds is good 
news for criminals but bad news for the people 
of Florida. it is an insult to everyone in the Leg- 
islature who worked’ so hard to make the com- 
mitment to building prisons and it should out- 
rage every Floridian. 

The prison debate corrently being waged by 
Lawton Chiles is long on hyperbole and short on 
facts. Governor Chiles, in yet another effort to 
raise taxes, has seized on the politics of fear to 
bolster his desire to boost the state treasury. 

First, let us set he record straight: all of us, 
REpublicans and Democrats alike, want safe 
streets. We all want convicted criminals to serve 
all of their sentences. We all want to protect our 
families, friends and loved ones from becoming 
the victims of crime. But the Governor's plan is 
not the answer. The Governor's plan addresses 
oyercrowding by putting fewer criminals behind 
bars to begin with. The Governor's plan asks for 
orily 21,000 beds when at least 35,000 are need- 
ed. The Governor's.plan relies on a cigarette tax 
that asks a select few to pay for a basic function 
of state government which benefits all of us. 

The facts are simple. During his gubernatorial 
campaign Chiles criticized his predecessor for 
building too many prison beds. During his first 


~, year in office Chiles asked for no new prison 


beds. During his second year he asked for no 
new prison beds in his “reality budget.” 
(Although his "investment budget” asked for 
new beds, it was based on a $2.5 billion tax 
increase). 

In fact, since Governor Chiles took office, only 
183 prison beds have been built. This year Gov- 


ernor Chiles requested funding for only 4,800 
new prison beds but the Legislature gave him 
the tools to begin work on more than 7,000. The 
Legislature's plan anticipates building 35,000 
beds over the next five years - 14,000 more than 
the Governor thinks we need. 

The Governor's recent tactics are simply 
intended to heighten the senge of fear among 
our citizens to force the Legislature to raise tax- 
es, he tried these same tactics last year with his 
“reality budget”, but this year his efforts are 
more dangerous, 

This year the Governor's efforts to raise taxes 
could mean a delay in constructing over 7,000 
sorely needed prison beds that were budgeted by 
the Legislature. Clearly the Governor does not 
have the answer to Florida's crime problem. 

The answer to Florida's crime problem will not 
be found in a media strategy built on fear. The 
answer to the problem of crime on our streets 
and in our homes and businesses is a real com- 
mitment to public safety, making prisons one of 
our top budget priorities and showing the lead- 
ership and courage to make hard choices. The 
answer to to get to work on the 7,000 bed prison- 
building plan passed by the Legislature. Unfor- | 
tunately, by his veto, it is apparent that the Gov- 
ernor does not recognize these answers. 

If the Governor simply wants to raise taxes he 
should abandon his scare tactics and just say so. 
If the Governor had a real commitment to byild- 
ing prisons, he would have signed the budget 
and begun work on building new prisons.

If a friend of yours experiences a death, it is 
hard to know how to help, Mostly, losing a loved 
one is a great pain that you experience in a deep 
nod lonely way inside, and someone else cannot 
make that pain gt away. 

Yo) T ever be a source of support to 
your MAd Just being with her is a good way of 
letting het know you care. 

You cannot make her pain vanish, but you can 
show her you understand what she is going 
through. There are those who claim that losing a 
child is the most hurtful pain that a person can 
experience. If you are worried about her own 
health of state of mind you can let her know 
that, but don't indicate that she shouldn't feel 


” pain over her son.

If you do think that she might be suicidal, you 
should call a mental health professional, and 
encourage her to go for a visit. Generally, you 
can help by reminding her that there aré people 
on, this earth right now who care about her and 
who neéd her ta remain in good health. 

People respond to death in many different 
ways. Some people become angry, most get pret-@ 
ty sad, some act as if the death never happened, 
some try'to make a deal with God to bring their 
loved one back, but most eventually come to 
accept that their loved one is gone. Folks can 
deal with death through the support of friends, 
through God, through a counselor, through the 
passage of time, or with any combination of 
these ways. When the death of a loved one is 
finally accepted, it leaves a person with both sad 
and happy memories. e
